TO RETURNED. TAXES 


As “tax time” is practically over, 
but paying returned taxes to the 
.County Treasurer. One often hears 
by paying the County Treasurer is 
just as. cheap, etc., and they escape 
the 4%, which is not the case. One 
ean readily see ona returned tax 
receipt, which can easily be.found in 
the files if-one has kept them. The 
County Treasurer. collects three- 
fourths per -cent per month on all 
State and County taxes and in adWi- 
tion'a 4% for collection. The mo- 
ment taxes are returned is. a three- 
fourths per cent per month besides 
the 4% for collection. This can‘be: 
verified by the receipt itself.”
